Listed on the accompanying form PTO-1449 are several English-language documents and 

one German-language document (DE-A 2 930 725). DE-A 2 930 725 was cited during 

prosecution of a corresponding European application. Our understanding of DE-A 2 930 725, 

based on European counsel's review of the document, is that it discloses a dispensing carton (as 

shown in Figs. 1-3 of DE-A 2 930 725) that includes a front panel (1), a bottom panel (2), a rear 

panel (3), each having panels at opposite ends to form the ends of the carton (7, 8); a lid (4) 

connected to the rear panel (3) and a flange (5) joined to the lid to overlap with the front panel 

and a cutting edge (11) formed on the flange (5), the cutting edge (11) being saw-toothed and 

formed from a polymeric tape material (13) and the polymeric material being adhered to the 

matching saw-toothed edge of the flange. The cutting edge formed from the flange and the 

polymeric tape (13) is finally formed upon tearing off a strip of the flange (12) along a preformed 
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cutting line. The material of the film (13) is an acetate film, typically made of cellulose acetate.
